h. Language Achievement cash awards may be catching up with the
tremendous influx of Language Achievement Program designations during the past
two years. First Quarter FY 1982 figures indicate cash awards paid have nearly
tripled over awards paid during the First Quarter of FY 1981. There have been
52 Language Achievement awards paid thus far in FY 1982 compared to only 18 awards
as of this date in FY 1981. j
